CHARTER AMENDMENT 


The whole number of votes cast for 
Amendments to Sections 99 and 235 of 
the City Charter providing for a Pur- 
chasing Committee was 19,7738, of which 
7,917 votes were cast in favor of the 
adoption of the Amendments and 11,866 
votes were cast against the adoption of 
the Amendments.

Tho- 
man, they were declared lost by the fol- 
lowing vote:
